.Macao has just witnessed a 
very big addition to its hospital 
accommodafion, for our corre- 
spondent writes to tell us that on 
Monday, afternoon H..E. the 
Governor, who was accompanied 
by his A. D.C. and the Govern- 
ment Chief Translator, Mr. 
J. V. Jocge. formally opened 
the new Kun U Hospital. 

The building, which is in the 
European style, consists of a 
main, building with a wing on 
either side. Ttis a two-storeyed 
structure and the upper floor, 
which is divided into many small 
wards or rooms, will be for 
paying patients and the ground 
floor will be for general 
adminissions. Everything is 
of the. most up-to-date charact- 
er, the plans being design.

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THE CIVILISING POWER OF WIRELES: 


A complete chain of wireless communication throughout the 
world has been brought within the range of practical politics by the 
official British announcement that a-Committee has just ‘ been 
appointed by the British Cabinet to prepare 2 scheme of Imperia} 
wireless in the light of modern science and Impetial needs. Fura 
considerable portion of the globe is at any rate in touch with gome 
part of the British Commonwealth of sister states. andthe Empire— 
with a complete chain of modern wireless stations— ‘would also be 
a link for the wider world communication: During the war the 
technical side of wireless telegraphy was revolutionised. The are 
of transmission has greatly developed and it is possible to receive 
transatlantic communications by an apparatus occupying the space. 
ofa dining room table. The demand for Imperial wireless grows 
more-urgent daily, and wireless telegraphy is destined to he the 
nervous avstem integrating our scattered Empire. It is -as has 
been well said-a condition precedent of the construction cf any 
living scheme of Imperial federation, and it is required for defence, 
for commerce ard for the realisation of Imperial citizenship. There 
js no reason why it should not be possible, within even. afew 
months, to communicate from Home with Australia bysan Imperial 
wireless at threepence a word. . 

What applies to Britain imperially applies also in a similar 
degree to the world at large and a world chain can be made of vital 
importance to the whole future of international comradeship, trade, 
and education.. Whatever may be said of the unfortunate conse- 
quences of the war, it has conferred great and lasting benefits on the 
world in general. It has developed, so to speak, a world sénse, 
Nations, and especially peoples, are more interested in each others 
affairs. The whole tendency of progress in means of communication 
is to make the world amaller. Jt is not so far across the Atlantic, 
now that the possibility of transatlantic flight has been demon- 
strated, and other: similar annihilations of considerable proportions 
of space are within an ace of achievement. _Camplete wireless 
communication’ would be the crown of. all this-amazing progress. 
Tt would cement and bind peoples. give them’ more knowledge 
and quicker knowledge of each other, and in fact provide that 
juterchange of facts and ideas which is essential to friendship, 
nationally as much as personally. It is a great conception 
towards which we are gradually working."but so far there are 
some serious gaps. The British imperial chain-is not yet 
jn existence. There is inefficient wireless communication between 
England and South America, and between the West and the 
Far East,:and in many places the ‘technical equipment is not 
up-to-date. The world is dotted all over with wireless stations, and 
even the little African Republic of Liberia is so provided, but the 
great majority of them dre of not more than local value. Bat we 
are moving along; not only Britain, but France and other nations are 
forging ahead. We have also the example of. the South American 
Republics such as Venezuela (which has invited tenders for an in- 
stallation capable of keeping in thorough contact with Europe and 
North America), and Brazil, too, has kept the subject in mind. The 
same probably applies to other states. Up-to-date stations, skilled 
operators, and international co-operation on questions like-that of 
national tirne-tables that do ro! clash are all desideruta for success. 
We need not have much fear regarding technical problems that 
remain, for they are being solved almost daily. 

What then are the advantages to be looked for, apart from the 
general advantages already outlined? In Europe, at any rate, they 
ara obvious, 80 congested 2re the cab’es that governments are crying 
out for the greater use of wireless; and two governments at least 
have a mutual arrangement for wirelesa exchange of information. 
It is much cheaper to erect wireless stations than to lay 
cables—and much quicker. .A British official, for instance, a short 
time ago went on a mission in which it was necessary for him 
to receive regular information, and it was possible for him to take 
a wireless receiving apparatus in his pocket, goto say. The world’s, 
cables are not at present adequate for a full and ceaseless ebb and 
flow of information, and the leading Powers of the world have shown 
their realisation of the fact by their official adoption of wireless. 
which is also cheaper to use for one reason alone, namely that one 
transmission covers everywhere within range. One transmission, 
‘for instance, from England. will reach the United States, every enun- 
try in. Edzope} and canbe relayed beyond. There are those who, on: 
ihe otber hand, quite rightly-point out some of*the' advantayes of 
tie cablé.over wireless—the secrecy, the immunity from atmospheric 

.. conditions, end- the- greater reliability. But wireless .is a young 
science, and even now is,more. than a powerful auxiliary to cables. 
Tt is to be hoped that within the near future: it will become a still 

’ greater instrument for the well-being of all niankind, and that as it; 
hes saved thousands of lives at sea so will it add to’ its record ‘the 
wider attribute of conaclidating world friendship and. promoting. the 

works of peace. _0 .

‘} HONGKONG AND WIRELESS. 


Qur leading article to-day 
touches a question which. is of 
the utmost importance to the Em- 
the provision of extended 
wireless faciliti and therefore 
of deep interc to Hongkong. 
Here the need o*a powerful com- 
mereial wireless station is keenly 
felt. This is a matter that has 
been, raised more than once hy 
local business mez, most of whom, 
however, fail to realise the 
essential difference between a 
ship-to-shure station and a power- 
fulcommercial station. ‘A lot of 
foolish talk hax taken place on 
the point as tu why the Cape 
D'Aguilar Station carnot he 
utilised for commercial purposes. 
What those who argue thus 
fail to recognise is that 
the Cape D'Aguilar Station was 
only intended to keep in touch 
with ships within a relatively. 
small range and that it was never 
provided for general commercial 
use in any sense of the term. 
Its limitations make that imposs- 
ible. We gather, from enquiries 
made, that fifty per cent. of the 
messages dealt with by this 
station have to do with vessels 
taking up certain buoys on arrival 
or deal with the carga being car- 
ried, whilst 25 per cent. .of the 
remainder represent messages 
enquiring for hotel accommod- 
ation for passengers, whilst the 
balance comprise messages wish- 
passengers “Bon Voyage,” etc.

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CHIEF JUSTICE ON THE 
LAW'S REQUIREMENTS. . 


NEW § 


The Chief Justice (Sir Wiliam 
Rees Davies, K.C.,) had occasion 
to make some rather strong re- 
marky this morning regarding the 
practice of moving for the admis- 
sion. of solicitors to practice in 
Hongkongwith incomplete papers, 
The particular application before 
him was one being made by 
the Attorney General, Mr. J. 
H. Kemp, K.C.. who was asking 
tor the admission of Mr. Michael 
Howard Turner, who is joining 
Messrs. Deacon, Looker, Deacon 
and Harston, 

The Attorney General stated: 
that there were six requirements 
that had to be fulfilled under the 
Ordinance but on four of these 
Mr. Turner was asking for 
exemption. Certain affidavits had 
been filed which showed that 
there was no certificate of fitness 
of character signed by two solici- 
tors in England: no certificate that 
Mr. Turner’s admission was still 
in force; that the four months’ 
notice had not been given to the 
Law Society; and also that the 
four months’ ngtice had not been 
given to the Registrar. It was 
also stated on the affidavits 
that Mr. Turner was admitted a 
solicitor in December, 1913,and 
that he proceeded to Canada 
zarly ia 1914. joining the firm of 
Messrs. Hough, Campbell and 
Ferguson, of Winnipeg, where 
he was given permission to prac- 
ues, In Augus:, 1914, he joined 
the Canadian Forces, and served 
“houghout, the war, being demo. 
dilised in August, 1919. He 
interviewed Mr. H. W. Looker in 
London and arrived in Hongkong 
on December 11 last. . 

Toe Attorney (Jeneral explain- 
ad that as Mr. Turner went 
straight to Canada. after passing 
his fina lexamination, he had never 
taken outa licence in. England, 

Replying to the Chief Justice, 
Mr. Kemp statel that Mr. Turner 
was articled to Messrs, Loughbor- 
ough, Gedge and Co., of Austin 
Friars, Lon?on, The Law Society 
here andthe Registrar wereprepar- 
ed to forego the formal require- 
ments. The Chief Justice said 
that if he made the order for ad- 
mission the necessary certificate 
showing that Mr. Turner's 
admissio=n was still in “force 
would have to be procured. He 
would like to say. at’ once that, 
although it was no fault of” Mr. 
Turner's, it was extraordinary 
that as he was interviwed in Lon- 

| don by a very prominent solicitor 
of Hongkong—Mr. Looker was 
associated with the Law Society; 
in fact, had been its President— 
that those formalities were never 
complied with. : 

Addressing Mr. Turner, the 
Chief Justice pointed out that 
the Ordinance was passed and 
amendments were made at the 
suggestion of the Law Society 
itself, and therefore it appeared 
to him that either the Ordin- 
ance should -be repealed 
or else its requirements 
should be complied with. In 
this particular case Mr. 
Turmer appeared to havecomplied 
with but very few, although it was 
no fault of his own. He (the 
Chief Justice) ‘would make the 
order of admission subject to. the 
documents” being ' forthcoming, 
and the Law Society .should 
understand that in future all the 
requirements under the Ordinance 
mustlbe complied with or else he 
would recommend the Govern- 
nent to take the Ordinance off

OF DANCING ON THE | 
HEALTH. 


Anyone who watches the | 
various movements of an operatic 
dancer notes how each and every’ 
muscle is brought into play, and 
understands something of the 
technique necessary ta become 
skilled in the art, can have no 
doubts as to the physcial banefits 
to be .derived from practising 
operatic dancing. The breathing 
is improved, the chest developed, 
the abdominal muscles strength- 
ened (which is particularly im- 
portant in the case. of women) 
and the whole body becomes de- 
lightfully supple as well as grace-, 
ful in movement. 

But for a pupil to derive avery 
health benefit from her study of 
dancing it is necessary for the 
teacher to havé a certain know- 
ledge of snatomy and physiology, 
as in the case of Madame Helena 
Dolli, the sister of Sir Thomas 
Beecham, who, before going. on 
stage, was a medical student for 
two years. a
